"The book is im portant, hum orous, 
a.nd profound: a study oï a dom ­ 
inant, 
m any-sided 
woman, 
who 
rose from obscurity to the throne 
of Russia, and who in her 
lesser 
m om ents was s fascinating rascal, 
and in her higher m om ents a u n i­ 
que and profound statesm an.”

Compared with a wage of seven dollars a day, the conven­ 
tional recipe for keeping the doctor away is applesauce. 
Dr. Prosperity, at last, is getting some deserved recognition 
for his contributions to public health. 
The Medical Information 
Bureau assures us that the recent period of prosperity is one of 
the reasons why New York hospitals last year were only from 60 
to 70 per cent occupied. 
The average family income, as computed by Professor Doug­ 
las, has increased in buying power over 34 per cent since 1900. 
During the same period, the death rate in the United States drop­ 
ped from 17.6 to H .8 per thousand. 
In 1900, there was an average loss of 13 days per worker 
from illness. 
By 1920, the loss had been reduced to seven days 
per worker. 
At the same time, many hearts have been made merrier by 
gains in per capita savings. 
We have only twice as many people 
in this country as we had fifty years ago; but we have twenty- 
five times as many dollars in bank deposits, and fifty times as 
many in life insurance. 
Whatever relation there may be between savings and health, 
one thing is certain: Freedom from worry— even comparative 
freedom—is a powerful tonic. 
Many men are suffering from high blood pressure. 
Many 
more men are suffering from high economic pressure. 
Some day. perhaps, the relation between health and wealth 
will be so well known that the family physician will adopt a new 
style of advice. 
Instead of repeating the gliW formula. “What 
you require is rest." he will hand out this presciption: “My dear 
sir. what you need is a steady job. with only voluntary rests.”

THE GREEKS A N D ATHLETICS 


The problem of modern athletics 
Is not to lim it them but to lift 
them to the level of ancient Greek 
athletics. 
It Is the height of superficiality 
to say that high intellectuality and 
h earty athletic enthuslaem are in­ 
compatible. 
T he 
highest 
high-brow 
could 
hardly a«k a deeper devotion to 
things of the m ind th an m arked 
the ancient Greeks, and yet here 
are some of the things th at John 
Adam s Scott, distinguished Greek 
savant of N orthw estern U niversity, 
recalls in a recent article on St. 
Nicholas. 
The G reeks gave first rank and 
chief honor to th eir athletes. 
Hom er, the first and fairest poet 
of Greece .w as unasham ed to «ay, 
“A m an w ins no greater glory so 
long a« he lives than the athletic 
victories he gains w ith his hands 
and feet.” 
Pindar, th e m ost elevated poet 
of Greece, rem ains In our memory 
in forty-four 
poems 
and 
songs 
each of which sings of «oms vic­ 
tory at the Greek games. 
One of 
P in d ar’« songs celebrated the vic­ 
tory of an athlete from th e Island 
of Rhodes, and th e fellow citizen 
of the athlete had the song copied 
In letters of gold and placed In a 
tem ple. 
The only device for preserving 
a reckoning of the years generally 


accepted in ancient G reece w ith 
the calendar based on th e athletic 
victories a t Olympia. 
T here rem ains a full list of the 
w inners of th e 2 0 0 y ard dash for 
996 years, and an alm ost full list 
for 200 years m ore. 
T he great 
A ristotle 
once devoted 
his 
d is­ 
tinguished m ind to the revision of 
this list w hen it covered about 500 
years. 
Im agine w h at th e modern 
high-brow s would «ay if A lbert 
E instein 
or 
R obert 
A. 
M illikan 
should take tim e out to compile 
and verify th e records of football 
for the last tw enty years! 
W hen a Greek a th le te won the 
title of Olym pian V ictor, a m ighty 
celebration greeted his re tu rn to 
his home town, the leading poets, 
whose w ritings are now tau g h t in 
our universities, composed 
songs 
to him, g reat choruses sang them , 
a 
statu e 
wa* 
erected 
to 
his 
achievem ent, and for the re st of 
his life he w'as accorded rank as 
first citizen, given a front seat 
a t th e public festivals, and often 
coins w'ere m inted in his honor. 
B ut th e Greek gam es were not 
de«ecrated by crass comm ercialism 
or m ade the occasion for gam bling 
orgic*; they m ade for dem ocracy, 
self-control, honesty, patience, and I 
tem perate living on the p art of the | 
participants.

On May JI, 1881, the A m erican 
Red Cross w as form ed under the 
leadership of C lara B arton, who 
acted as its first president. 
T he 
A m erican 
Red 
Cross 
so­ 
ciety, like those of other nations, 
was organized largely through the 
activities of Jean H enri D unant, 
a Swiss. 
An eyew itness of the 
battle of Solferino, D unant pub­ 
lished a book in w hich he vividly 
described th e horrors of the b a t­ 
tlefield caused by the inability of 
the regular surgical corps to care 
properly for th e wounded. 
The book w as widely read and 
the resulting ag itation led to an 
International conference a t G en­ 
eva in 1863 w hen delegates from 
16 countries signed w hat I* known 
as th e G eneva Convention which 
provided 
for 
the 
neutrality 
of 
those officially engaged in reliev­ 
ing the wounded.
